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RUSSIANS REFUSED T0 
AID BAGDAD RAILWAY 


St. Petersburg Paper Tells of 
Capitalists’ Patriotism. 


They Declined to Provide Money for the 
Line When They Knew It Would 


Hurt Russian Interests.

LONDON, April 14.—In discussing the 
Bagdad Railway scheme, says the St. 
Petersburg, correspondent of The Times, 
the Novoe Vremya, the leading paper of 
the Russian capital, declares that the 
Germans want money for the construc- 
tion of the line. They have taken 20 per 
cent. of the cost upon themselves, and 
the French have obligingly become re- 
sponsible for 40 per cent. The Novoe 
Vremya says it was hoped in Ber}in that 
the deficit would be supplied by Russia, 
adding: 

“ Tf these hopes had been realized, Gere 
many would have had every. reason to 
congratulate herself on a victory, for a 
line serving exclusively German inter- 
ests and very detrimental to Russia 
would have been built with the money 
of the Dual Alliance * * * But the 
Finance Minister explained how Rus- 
sian interests would be damaged and our 
capitalists refused to intrust their money 
to the peaceful conqueror of the Near 
East.” 

The Novoe Vremya goes on to relate 
how the Germans, after ineffectual ef- 
forts to raise the money in England and 
America, again appealed to Russia 
through French intermediaries. ‘ Luck- 
” says the paper, “all their blandish- 
ments were wasted, and the Franco- 
German offer was again refused in the 
most decisive manner.” 

The paper concludes that, no matter 
who finds the money, the Bagdad Rail- 
way will remain German.

French Boats Discharge Torpedoes at 
the Bretagne and the Champagne 
Without Being Seen.

M. Besson now declares that the person 
on whose behalf the offer was made by the 
intermediary who approached him was Ed- 
gar Combes, the son of the Premier, and 


he says that the Intermediary was a prom- 
inent politician named Vervoort. 
explained that 100,000f. of the 1,000,000f. 
would go to M. Besson as his commission 
on the transaction. 

M. Besson challenges the MM. Combes, 
father and son, to take the case before the 
courts, 

The editor of the Petit Dauphinois, allud- 
ing to the allegation of the Paris opposi- 
tion papers that a person or persons in close 
touch with the Government had offered for, 
a sum of money to secure authorization for 
the Brothers of the Grand Chartreuse to re- 
main in France, recently asserted that two 
persons whom he named had made him 
this offer on behalf of a personage. whom 
he called Monsieur *‘ X.”’

DIVORCE DECREE INVALID. 


United States Supreme Court Decides 
Against Mrs. Winston, Who Has 
Married Again. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—The United 
States Supreme Court to-day decided the 
divorce case of Lillie Winston vs. Walker 
Winston, both of New York, in favor of the 
laiter. The case involved the validity of a 
decree granted Mrs. Winston by an Okla- 
homa court, which it was claimed had been 
granted her without a sufficient residence. 
The decree was not accepted by the New 
York courts, and to-day’s decision upheld 
that view. 

Mrs. Winston married after securing her 
decree and is now known as Mrs, Ludden. 


Through various complications the matri- 
monial affairs of Walker Winston and his 
wite, Mrs. Lillie Winston-Luddén- Winston, 
with those of Dr. J. M. Ludden of 233 West 
One Hundred and Twentieth Strect have 


been in the courts since 1896. In that year 
Mrs. Winston obtained an Oklahoma di- 
vorce ou the ground of desertion, the decree 
be'ng granted in June, and imthe following 
October she was married to Dr. Ludden. 

Mrs. Winston’s first marriage was in Feb- 
ruary, 1590. 

Immediately after her’ second marriage 
she took her five-year-old daughter Lil- 
lian and went to live with her husband in 
Hoboken. Walker. Winston brought suit in 
New York courts to have the Oklahoma 
divorce annulled and sought for absolute 
divorce for himself. The case was tried be- 
fore a referee, who set aside the Oklahoma 
decree and the oupesaee® arriage of Mrs. 
Winston to Dr. Ludden, but declined on 
enturery grounds to grant a divorce to 
Walker Winston, leaving the unhappy air 
as firmly united as on their wedding day, 
although contrary to the wishes of both, 
The case was appealed to higher courts, 
and in the meantime Walker inston in- 
stituted fruitless actions in New York and 
New Jersey courts to obtain possession of 
his child, cintraing that he stood ready to 
put the little girl Drengh the best schools, 
and alleging as proof of his ability/to do so 
an income of $7, annually. 

On April 21, 1809, he caused the arrest of 
Dr, Ludden in a suit for $25,000 for the 
alienation of Mrs. Winston-Ludden-Win- 
ston's affections, but met with little better 
success than in his efforts to secure the 
possession of his child. Usimaately the di- 
vorce case wended its way through the New 
York courts, the decision of the reféree 
being upheld at each stage, and both par- 
ties appealed to the United States Supreme

| MAYOR LOW ATTACKS 
THE UNION RAILWAY 


He Demands That Its Special 
Privileges Be Revoked. 


Sends a Bill to Albany and Shows How 
Greatly the Company Is 
Favored. 


ALBANY, April 18.~One result of the at- 
tempt of the Union Railway Company to 
Secure more favors from the Legislature 
through the much condemned\" grab” bills 
is the inauguration of a campaign ‘to take 
away from that highly privileged corpora- 
tion the exemptions it now enjoys. Mr, 
Bedell, Chairman of the Assembly Rail- 
roads Committee, received from Mayor Low 
of New York City to-day a bill to repeal 
parts of Chapter 506 of the Laws of 1901, 
which exempt the Union Company from the 
operations of the general railroad law. 
Mayor Low in a letter explains the situ- 
ation. ‘ 

“The general railroad law, passed in 
1890,”" he says, “ provided that all street 
railroads thereafter built should pay to the 
locality 3 per cent. upon the gross receipts 
during the first five years of their opera- 
tion and 5 per cent. thereafter. In 1892 the 
Legislature passed a bill incorporating the 
Union Railway Company, in what is now 
the Borough of the Bronx of New York 
City, as a holding company, and gave to 
it the extraordinary privilege of exemption 
from this very reasonable rule as to pay- 
ments for franchises that had been estab- 
lishea by the general railroad law for all 
parts of the State. 

“By this act of 1892 the Union, Railway 
Company, alone, so far as I am aware, 
among ail companies operating street rail- 
roads created since 1899, pays to the City of 
New York, instead of 3 per cent. and 5 per 
cent. on its gross earnings, the following 
schedule: Ope per cent. until its receipts 
amount to $1,700 per day, and an additional 
1 per cent, for each multiple of $1,700 per 
day, 

“But, even after this extraordinary 
exemption as to payments had been given, 
the Union Railway Company, which ob- 


tains most of its rights to operate by the 
control of old charters, was subject to the 
time limitations of Section 5 of the general 
railroad law, reading as follows: 

‘If any domestic railroad corporation shall not 
within five years after its certificate of incor- 
poration is filed, begin the construction of its 
roads and expend thereon 10 per cent. of the 
amount of its capital, or shall not finish its 
road and put it in operation within ten years 
from the time of, filing such certificate, its cor- 
porate existence and powers shall cease. 

“In 1897, by the Greater New York Char- 
ter, the Legislature solemnly declared that 
the rights of the city in and to its ‘ streets, 
avenues, parks, and all, other places are 
hereby declared to be inalienable,’ and the 
city itself was authorized to give street 
| franchises for a term of years only. This 

grant was again solemnly confirmed by 

the revised charter, known as Chapter 466 
of the Laws of 1901. Yet, by Chapted 506 
| of the same year, 1901, an amendment was 

added to Section 5 of the general railroad 

law, which reads in_ part as follows; 

“This section shall not apply to any"street sur- 
face railroad company incorporated prior to July 
1, 1895, which has obtained or become the owner 
of the consents of the local authorities of any 
city of the first or second class given under Arti- 
ele IV. of the railroad ‘law to the use of public 
streets, avenues, or highwass for the construc- 
tion and operation of the railroad thereon, 

“The foregoing amendments, so far as it 
relates to the City of New York, was in 
direct contravention of the declaration of 
the Legislature, twice solemnly made, that 
the property interest of the city in its 
streets was inalienable, and in particular it 
had the effect of yetenving from the opera- 
tion ot the salutary time limit fixed by the 
railroad iaw, this Union Railway Company, 

| incorporated in 1892, to which the State 
had already given such unusual exemption 
as to the payment of percentages. 

“It is not to be believed that the State 
| intentionally did this thing, for, if it did, at 
| the very session at which it was confirming 
by the revised Greater New York charter, 
| its original grant to the city of 1807 of an 
| inalienabJe property right in its streets, as 
| regards public francMises, it withdrew from 

the city, ‘n the interest of an already spe- 
| cially favored road, a time limitation that 
| had been established two years before this 
company was incorporated. 

‘I ask, therefore, for the repeal of 
Chapter 506 of the Laws of 1901; so far as 
it relates to street railroads, first, because 
I believe it to be bad public policy to ex- 
empt companies incorporated after the gen- 
eral railroad law was passed from the time 
limitations contained in that law, and, sec- 
ond, because, in effect, such exemption 
works a breach of faith as toward the City 
of New York, on the pert of the State. 
I respectfully submit that a grant twice 
made by the Legislature of the State to 
the city of an inalienable right to its thor- 
oughfares for the purposes of franchise, 
ought not to be lightly set aside in the 
interest of street railway corporations, 

“The only possible hardship that such 
corporations could suffer by the repeal of 
the clause I am asking for would be that 
they should be obliged to pay what they 
are worth for the privileges that this 
amendment gives to them without pay- 
ment. This involves to such companies no 
hardship; it asks of them only fair dealing. 

‘“‘For these reasons, I hope that you will 
press the adoption of the repealing act 
which I inclose.” 

Mr. Bede}l will introduce the bill. It will 
go to the Rules.Committee for action, that 
committee having taken charge of all bills 
in the Assembly.

WILLETT VAN NEST 
THROWN FROM HIS HORSE. 


The Lawyer Is Hurt While Riding in 
Central Park—His Horse Fright- 
ened by an Automobile. 


Gecrge Willett Van Nest, lawyer and 
prominent clubman, was thrown from his 
horse last night. while riding on the Cen- 
tral Drive, in Central Park, and became 
unconscious. In addition to the fall he had 
@ narrow escape from being run over by a 
carriage, which was immediately behind 
him. He was taken to his home in the 
Park ambulance. Dr. William T. Bull was 
called to attend him It was said at the 
house early this morning that Mr. Van Nest 
was not dangerously hurt. 

Mr. Van Nest is fifty years old and 
lives at 123 East Fifty-eighth Street. He 
is unmarried. He has law offices at 20 
Broad Street. After spending an hour on 
the Bridle Path last evening he started 


to leave the Park on the west side. He 
turned*into the Central Drive and headed 
for the West Drive. Suddenly his horse 
shied at a passing automobile, reared in 
the air, and then pitched forward. ‘ 

Mr. Van Nest was thrown from his 
horse’s back and landéd on his pene and 
shoulders'on the hard ground. The horse 
free of its rider, sprang forward and dashed 
along. to the West Drive and north as far 
as Seventieth Street, where it was caught 
by Mounted Policemen McNulty. 

When Mr. Van Nest’s body struck, it 
rolleé over and he lay as it dead. The 
drive was crowded with vehicles and. Ue 
wheels of one nearly passed over his body. 

As soon as McNulty caught the runaway 
horse he returned to the scene of the acci- 
dent. A Jarge crowd had collected, and Mr. 
Van Nest had been carried to the roadside 
and was stretched out on the grass. 

After working over the man for ten min- 
utes, Dr. Goldsmith, who came with the 
Park ambulance, restored him to con- 
sciousness. He was able to give his name 
and address and to say that he desired to 
be taken to his home,

Postmaster General Says He 
Caused the Investigation. 


More Tangible Charges Relating to Sal- 
ary Allowances in New York— 
Names of Postal Officials 


Used in Promoting 
Stock Companies,

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Postmaster 
General Payne, who returned to-day: from 
his West Indian trip, arrived at the Post 
Offic: Department at 4 o’clock, and soon 
after issued @ statement in which he as- 
sumed full responsibility for the investiga- 
tion which ts now going on, and declared 
that it would-be continued. 

He promised that if the system was 
wrong it should be reformed, and that any 
gullty officials should be punished. He 
further corroborated the statement that the 
investigation was conducted with the 
knowledge and approval of the President. 
The statement is as follows: 

“During the months of January and 
February information and reports reached 
me which I deemed it for the public inter- 
est to investigate, and I personally gath- 
ered such information and facts as would 
enable the proper officers of the depart- 
ment to undertake a thorough investiga- 
tion as to the truth or, falsity of these re- 
ports, 

“I directed Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow to take the proper steps “ 
to institute the necessary inquiry, using 
for that purpose the Post Office Inspectors’ 
division and such/other methods as would 
thoroughly ascertain the truth or falsity of 
the charges or insinuations made, a he 
was instructed to proceed promptly and 
with vigor during my absence. Since my 
return this morning I have not seen Gen, 
Bristow, so that I am not advised of the 
progress made. 

“The investigation will continue, and if 
any wrongdoing is disclosed the parties 
guilty of such wrongdoing will be sum- 
marily dealt with. If the system or meth- 
od of doing business in the department is 
faulty, the proper remedies will be applied 
without fear or favor. : 

“I inaugurated the investigation with the 
determination that it should be exhaustive. 
It is proper for me to add that I laid be- 
fore the President the information which 
I had in my possession, and that he fully 
approved of the action proposed by me.” 

The whole administration of -he Post 
Office Department is made the subject of 
investigation, under Mr. Payne's directions, 
and every charge will be probed as thor-_ 
oughly as the department’s most expert 
Inspectors ean do it. 

At the same time, lite; Péine’s purpose 
is to give fair treatment to all. concerned 
and not to act arbitrarily and with undue 
haste. For thig feason it can be stated 
that no immediate changes of import: ice 
in the personnel of the service are now 
contemplated, and changes will depend 
largely on the report to be made by cr. 
Bristow on the investigation, although de- 
velopments meantime may necessitate some 
deviation from this policy. 

He summoned a number of the officers of 
the department and held short consulta- 
tions with them respecting postal affairs. 
About an hour later he gave out his state- 
ment, Subsequently he held quite an ex- 
tended interview with Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General Bristow. 

Mr. Bristow gave his chief a careful and 


succinct résume of what had been looked 
into, and of the results as far SB 4 
definite had. been established. r. 2 
then had an interview with First t- 
ant Postmaster General Wynne. Mr. 
Wynne has not dealt directly with the in- 
vestigation, but has learned much of the 
results and gave the Postmaster 

an account of the information which came 
into his hands after Mr. Payne left for his 
West Indian sail. The Postmaster General 
expressed himself as satisfied with the dili- 
gence of the two assistants. 

Mr. Payne subsequently said there was 
nothing to add to the statement which he 
gave out just before he had the conference 
with Mr. Bristow. He submitted. that 
statement to Mr. Bristow, who said that it 
covered every point of fact or zoned that 
could at this time be made public. . “ This 
is a matter of such magnitude and so many 
details,” said Mr. Payne, “ that it will take 
some time to learn all there is to be kno 
of it, and I cannot talk about iteuntil 
know more than I do now.

“My idea,”’ he replied, ‘‘is that the best 
solution of the question now is to have no 
legislation at all, but to wait a year, just 
we did when the tunnel accident sug- 
gested necessary improvements in the New 
York Central's terminal. By waiting a year 
we can have sufficient time to discuss rapid 
transit plans and determine what is best to 
be done in the way of legislation.” 

“Have you advised Mr. Bostwick in re- 
gard to your views?” 

“I saw him this morning,” said the 
Mayor, ‘“‘and we came to the conclusion 
that it was best for the city to allow the 
so-called Bostwick bili and other rapid- 
transit legislation to remain in statu quo.’’ 

After saying that the Bostwick bill would 
not be withdrawn, ‘but would not “ be 
pressed,’’ Mr. Low was asked if this meant 
that the city would not be able to award 
any contracts for tunnels within a year. 
He replied: 

“The rapid transit law allows expendit- 
ures for tunnel construction up to $05,Uvv,- 
oov. There is still a leeway of about $12,- 
0u0,000, I understand. Generally speaking, 
I do not believe it will be wise for the city 
to undertake any very extensive new con- 
tracts. As I already haye stated, it wiil 
need the remainder of the year to determine 
just what is needed. The process of let- 
ting a contract is a tedious one, as ali such 
matters have to go to the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, and then to the 
Board of Aldermen for its approval.’’ 

“Did you see Gov. Odell yesterday?”

ALBANY, April 13.—Senator Bilsberg 
came over to the Assembly to-night for the 
purpose of catechizing Assemblyman Clark 
with regard to interviews with Clark on 
the subject of {‘ boodle ” in the Legislature 
which were printed to-day in the New York 
City newspapers. 

One of the first men Senator Elsberg en- 
countered on entering the Assembly was 
Assemblyman McKeown of Kings, a Dem- 
ocratic member of the ,.Cities Committee, 
which is the committee upon which Mr. 
Clark has especially reflected in what he 
is reported to have said about bribery. 
Mr. McKeown was indignant over Mr. 
Clark's assertions, and as Senator Elsberg 
is the Senatorial representative from the 
district which Mr. Clark represents, Mr. 
McKeown aired his mind to the Senator. 

“What does that man Clark mean by 
the talk in which he has been indulging?” 
said Mr. McKeown. ‘‘ He has said he has 
affidavits reflecting upon the honesty of 
the members of the Cities Committee—af- 
fidavits which would blast their reputa- 
tions if published. Why doesn’t he publish 
them? Is it right to asperse the character 


of thirteen members of the committee by 
general accusations?” 

“I understand Mr, Clark denies that he 
made the statements attributed to him,” 
said Senator Elsberg. 

‘“ Well, if he didn’t make the statements, 
ny et up on the floor and say 
so?’’ retorted Mr. McKeown, “If he had 
any manhood about him he would do that 
or else make good on his accusations by 
producing his alleged affidavits.”

‘If you did not say those things,” said 
the Senator, “‘ you owe it to the members of 
the Citles Committee and yourself to get 
up publicly and repudiate the false state- 
ments attributed to you, and if you did 
make them you ought to announce yourself 
ready to produce your proofs.” 

“TIT am read for an investigation if 
they want one,’”’ said Mr. Clark. 

‘You have made the charges and you 
are the one who ought to ask the investi- 
gation,’’ said Senator Elsberg. 

Senator Elsberg and Mr, Clark have 
been good friends, but Senator Elsberg’s 
action in calling Mr. Clark sharply to ac- 
count to-night shows that the Senator does 
not approve of the Assemblyman’s course 
on the bribery subject. The affidavits of 
attempted lege 6 which Mr. Clark says 
he has and on which all of his talk about 
**boodle "’ and corruption has been based 
are said to relate to Senator Elsberg’s 
Coroners’ bill. The fact that Senator Els- 
berg administered a rebuke to Mr. Clark 
for his utterances is taken to indicate, 
therefore, that there cannot be so much 
to the alleged affidavits as Mr. Clark has 
sought to convey. If there had been any 
serious attempt at bribery on the Cor- 
oners’ bill Senator Elsberg, it is believed, 
would have been the first to know about it. 

During the session of the Assembly Mr. 
Palmer, the minority leader, arose to a 
aqvestion of personal privilege. He declared 
that the repeated insinuations regarding 
attempted bribery of members and sugges- 
tions of other members that they be bribed, 
cast a dishonorable reflection on every hon- 
est member of the House. He would not 
ofier a resolution to investigate, but he 
would urge any member who had accusa- 
tion to make to offer such a resolution. 

Speaker Nixon then said: ‘‘ I have repeat- 
edly said to the gentlemen of the press and 
others since these charges of bribery were 
made, that I would personally guarantee 
that an investigation would be made if 
sufficient evidence could be produced to 
warrant an investigation. I say again, as 
Speaker of this House, that if a resolu- 
tiuii be offered here calling for an investi- 
gation of bribery, that there is no doubt 
it will be adopted.” 

Almost the entire Chamber broke into 
applause at the conclusion of Speaker Nix- 
on's remarks. Assemblyman Clark, at 
whom the attack was leveled, looked dis- 
concerted, but made no sign that he in- 
tended ‘to follow the advice of the leaders.

$23,000,000, The present income from the 
excise tax is $4,000,000, and it is estimated 
that a little over $3,000,000 additional will 
be added by the law passed this session. 
In addition there is $132,000.000 assured in- 
come under the old laws, with $750,000 es- 
timated under the new inheritance tax.

WEsT SIDE CITIZENS 
DENOUNCE “GRAB” BILLS 


Pledge to Work Against Legislat- 
ors Voting in Their Favor. 


Demand Local Railroad Board in Place 
of State Commission—Water Stor- 
age Measure Attacked. 


4& mass meeting under the direction of 
the West Side Citizens’ Transit Reform 
Committee of One Hundred last night not 
only opposed “sneak” and “ grab” legis- 
lation, but revived the advocacy of a locul 
Reiiroad Commission for New York City. 
The metting was in the Century Wheel- 
men’s clubhouse, 444 Amsterdam Avenue. 

Mayor Low’s announcement that he had 
determined to permit the question of local 
control of railway affairs to rest for a 
year was not touched on by the gathering, 
the speakers without exception urging the 
need for legislative action giving New 
Yorkers control of their own transportation 
problems, and champloning the Wood 
measure as against the Finch bill, which 


has the support of the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation. 

The west side committee’s lawyers gave 
the opinion that the Finch bill, providing 
for the addition of two New ork City 
members of the State Railroad Commis- 
sion, was unconstitutional because of that 
provision, while the measure advocated by 
the meeting, providing for a local commis- 
sion of three members, could be established 
in accordance with existing law. 

Another issue was brought to the notice 
of the meeting by circulars distributed in 
the name of the New York Board of Trade 
and Transportation, protesting against the 
‘* Water torage Commission" bill, de- 
scribed in the circular as another “ grab.”’ 
The circular said: 

The act will authorize wild and unreasonable 
extravagance, and it is unheard-of madness and 
lacks even the slightest vestige of business wis- 
dom to give to any irresponsible body unlimited 
power to contract debts against communities 
within the State. If it is unsafe, unwise, to 
give unlimited power to the debt creating of- 
ficers of a clty who are directly responsible and 
accountable therefor, it is much more unsafe and 
unwise to give a commission of nine men, not 
directly responsible to the people, power to in- 
cur unlimited debts against the cities, towns, 
and villages of the State. 

The absence, through illness, of the Rev. 
Dr. John P. Peters, Chairman of the West 
Side Citizens’ Committee, caused James 8. 
Lehmatier of the same organization to be 
called to the chair. Two other advertised 
speakers who were absent were ex-Senator 
John Ford and John 8, Wise, President of 
the West Side Republican Club. Mr. Ford 
was not expected, however, and Mrs. Wise, 
it was said, was unable to attend. 

Ex-Assistant Attorney General Edward 
B. Whitney made special mention of the 
effort to revive old street railway fran- 
chises, which he said was for the purpose 
of taking away from citizens the best safe- 
guard they had in the law which at present 
provides for transfers. He pointed out that 
a final consolidation of interborough roads 
Was a natural and inevitable thing, and 
the revival of old franchises, he said, was 
attempted for the single purpose of giving 
the owners of the associated roads the 
right to exact double or treble fares for a 
single continuous passage. 

Resolutions were adopted condemning the 
overcrowded condition of cars and denvuunc- 
ing the State Rallroad Commission as in- 
competent to afford relief. The question 
of the local Railroad Board was approved 
and the demand was made that the Iinter- 
urban Street Railway Company comply 
with the law requiring transfers to be fur- 
nished at all intersecting points. The reso- 
lutions continued: 

We denounce the Wilcox, Goodsell, Foley, 
L'Hommedieu, Grady, Cadin, and Bedell bills, 
now pending in the Legislature, as attempts of 
unscrupulous corporations to secure unjust .ad- 
vantages over the public through dishonest legis- 
lation, and we shall regard every Senator and 
Assemblyman who votes for either or any of 
these measures as an enemy of the people and 
as improperly influenced by corporations noto- 
rious for their evil methods, and we pledge our- 
selves to use our utmost endeavors to defeat the 
re-election of any member of the Legislature so 
voting, whether a resident of this city or else- 
where in the State. 


J. Aspinwall Hodge of the West Side 
Citizens’ Committee spoke in humorous 
metaphor, treating the ‘‘grab”’ bills as 
peculiar animals of the opossum family, 
and assailing them for their pecuilarity in 
sone most active when they seemed to be 

ead. 

Mrs. Ralph Troutman, President of the 
Woman's Health Protective Association, 
related her experience when, acting with a 
women's committee, futile efforts were 
made to obtain relief from the discomforts 
of city transportation by appes! to the 
State Railroad Commission. rs. Trout- 
man denounced the “grab” bills, and in 
closing said the only hope for better trans- 
portation service was in a local railroad 
commission. 

W. T. Donnelly of Brooklyn, representing 
the Manufacturers’ Association of New 
York, and Julius Henry Cohn, the lawyer 
who represented the west side citizens in 
the first suits for the right to street rail- 
way transfers, denounced “ grab” legisla- 
tion and the laxity of voters in permitting 
men under suspicion to represent them year 
after year in Albany. 


CALL FOR “GRAB” MEETINGS. 


Charles Sprague Smith’s Explanation of 
the Communication to Prospec- 
tive Speaker. 


An audience of about one thousand per- 
sons listened to addresses on municipal 
affairs at Cooper Union last evening. Com- 
missioner Monroe of the Department of 
Water Supply, Gas, and Electricity said in 
effect that his bill to pave the way for the 


city to own its own lighting plant was not 
dead but sleeping, and would not be killed 
next year. 

Commissioner Woodbury told how po- 
matum and a large area of land were being 
made out of the city refuse, and Charles 
Sprague Smith explained how the mis- 
understanding between the mass meeting 
committee of the Committee of One Hun- 
dred had resulted in the letters from ex- 
Senator John Ford and Henry George, Jr.

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NEW YORK LEGISLATURE 


Vain Tammany Protest Against 
the Conkling Dock Bill. 


Bill to Exempt the Masonic Temple 
from Taxation Passes the Senate— 
Appropriation Bill Delayed.

ALBANY, April 13.—Assemblyman Rich- 
ter, who is the personal representative of 
Leader Murphy of Tammany Hall in the 
Assembly, made a losing fight to-night on 
the bill introduced by Assemblyman How- 
ard Conkling, which provided that no 
license or permit should be granted for the 
erection of sheds and kindred creations on 
or against New York City wharf property 
until after a public hearing had been giv- 
en, and then only during the pleasure of the 
Commissioner of Docks. The bill was 
passed by a party vote. 

Mr. Richter, after making several at- 
tempts to arouse the minority. to greater 
interest in the bill, asked that it be placed 
on the calendar for to-morrow morning. 
Mr. Conkling would not consent thereto. 

Several New York City members asked 
gyestions regarding the bill. In reply to a 
question whether the Corporation Counsel 
of New York knew of the existence of the 
measure, its introducer replied in the af- 
firmative. 

Mr. Rogers, the majority leader, entered 
into the discussion, and declared his ina- 
bility to see why the bill should be taken 
up at a later time. Then Mr. Richter 
hurled invective after invective against the 
measure. 

“The Commissioner of the Docks has 
caused this bill to be introduced for the 
benefit of the New York Central kallroad,”’ 
he said. ‘It will afford the ice-barge in- 
terests a monopoly so far as dockage facil- 
ities are concernea, tor which the city will 
receive no compensation. It is a ‘ grab.’ 
It is as bad a ‘grab’ bill as hag been in- 
troduced in this house or any other.”’ 

The Senate by a vote of 43 to 2 passed 
Senator Green's bill to anfend the tax law 
so as to exempt from taxation the Masonic 
Building located on Twenty-third Street 
and Sixth Avenue, in New York City. ‘fhe 
revenue which is derived from this bulld- 
ing is used entirely for the support of the 
home at Utica for aged Masons or their 
widows and orphans. It was upon this 
ground that the exemption is asked. 

Tie bill was fought by Senator Arm- 
strong of Rochester, who is himself a 
Maecn. He said he did not believe that 
people who have no sympathy with Mason- 
ry should be called upon to contribute to 
the support of an institution which was 
purely a private charity. He was equally 
oppcsed to the exemption from taxation of 
church perpen 

Senator Grady made a plea for the pas- 
sage of the bill, wating that under the 
new Valuation scheme of Mayor Low, the 
Masonic Building in New York, which the 
bili purposed to exempt from taxation, had 
been assessed at $1,400,000. ‘‘If the Ma- 
sonic fraternity is compelled to pay taxes 
upon this assessment,”’ said Senator Grady, 
“its home in Utica cannot be supported. 
because the income from the building in 
New York is regulated by leases which 
have years to run, and it is not sufficient 
to cover the expenses of the home if the 
tax which would be levied under the pres- 
enti assessment should be deducted."’

**] insist that the bill be laid over until 
to-morrow,” said Senator Elsberg.

FOUND HERMIT’S HOARD 
HIDDEN IN HiS HOVEL. 


Aged Patrick Fiynn Died Alone 
Squalor Surrounded by Thousands 
of Dollars. 


BELVIDERE, N. J., April 13.—Patrick 
Flynn, elghty-two years old, a reputed 
miser, known as the “‘ Hermit of Harker’s 
Hollow,” a wild and mountainous place a 
few miles below here, was found dead in 
his hovel on Saturday by neighbors. They 
had not seen the old man for several days, 
and entering his retreat found him sitting 
dead in an improvised chair. 

Flynn had never married, and all the 
money that came into his possession he 
hoarded in his hovel, which had not been 
cleaned in‘twenty years. It was so foul 
that the persons attracted to the place by 
the news of his death were, afraid to en- 
ter. There was a chair or two in the house, 
with a fitting bed, a dilapidated stove, and 
a trunk that did duty as a table. The house 
Was barricaded front and ‘back, and no one 
could have broken in without considerable 
effort¢ 

The first persons to enter the place, 
James Jordan and Justice Cole, began a 
search for money. When they broke open 
the trunk they found a — of bank bills, 
some of them covered with mold and almost 
unrecognizable. Next they toreyvapart the 
bedding, and out of the collection of old 
rags fell coins of gold and silver. In an 
old lard can under some musty flour was 
a bag of silver. In the weather boards, in 
the chimney, under the “rafters—in fact, 
wherever ithe men searched they found 
money concealed. When counted up if 
amounted to nearly $3,000. The searchers 
were unable to nerve themselves to search 
the cellar. 

It was learned that Flynn_had a sister 
living in New York, Mrs. Fred Neilson, 
and she was at once telegraphed for. She 
and her husband arrived on Sunday after- 
noon. The sister had been to see Patrick 
last Summer. She allege@ that she knew 
that the money found was only a small 
part of the wealth of her brother, and di- 
rected that the search be resumed. 

Flynn recently sold the house and lot 
where he lived to George Smith, a near-by 
farmer. The old man was about to leave 
the house and enter a home for aged and

Men and Machines at Garden City for 
the Fast Run Over Long Isl- 
and Roads. 


Shortly after daybreak this morning the 
trials to select two members of the team of 
three automobilists who will represent this 
country in the race for the Bennett Inter- 
national Automobile Racing Cup in Ireland 
next July will be held on the Long Island 
highways, near Garden City, Long Island. 

Permission to hold the trials has been 
secured from the county authorities upon 
the condition that they be held privately 
and at that early hour in order that there 
may be no crowd of spectators present 
who might be injured in case of an acci- 
dent to one of the racers, as happened at 
the road race on Staten Island about a 
year ago, The roads will be entirely closed 
to traffic- while the races are being held 
as an additional precaution. 

Up to a late hour last night H, 8, Hark- 
ness of Brooklyn had not arrived at the 
Garden City Hetel, which was the ap- 
pointed rendezvous, but he was hourly ex- 
pected, and probably will be on hand this 
morning. In a preliminary test of his ve- 
hicle last week one of the axles was in- 
jured, and it became necessary to replace 
this part as well as to make somé slight 
alterations, which caused a delay in get- 
ting the machine ready for the road again. 

C. W. Matheson of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
who had entered two cars for the competi- 
tion, sent word some time ago that his 
cars could not be completed in time, and of 
course is not on hand for the trial, but the 
other two candidates, Percy Owen of this 
city and L. P. Mooers of Cleveland, Ohio, 
both arrived at Garden City yesterday aft- 
ernoon with their cars, ready for the trial.

I 
can get up seventy miles an hour in it, 
and it will slide around the corners much 
better. I understand it will be permiss.‘le 
lor one to take two cars and start either 
one in the race, provided I can qualify 
both with the committee here, From what 
I can learn of that course in Ireland, my 
small car will do better than the big 
one on it. I think the men who take over 
only one high-powered car will be in a 
pickle. This race is going to be a question 
of nerve and skillful handling. I expect 
there will be accidents and have made my 
arrangements. It will be a race to the 
finish, and no quitting. If your car rolls 
over on you it will be a case of get up 
and go on as long as there is anything left 
of it to run,” 

The Harkness car is also of eighty horse 
power, and is a very large machine, having 
a wheel base of 8 feet 4 inches.

ASPHALT TRUST GETS | 
INJUNCTION AGAINST CITY. 


Fights a Contract for the Use of a Com- 
peting Concern’s Pavement—Says 
It Is a Monopoly. 


Justice Blanchard of the Supreme Court 
granted a preliminary injunction yesterday 
restraining the City of New York and 
Jacob A. Cantor, as President of the Bor- 
ough of Manhattan, from entering into a 
contract for the paving of Seventh Avenue 
from One Hundred and Tenth Street to 
One Hundred and Twentieth Street with 
what is known as the Warren bituminous 
macadam waterproof pavement. 

The application was made,by the Barber 
Asphalt Pavement Company, known as the 
Asphalt Trust. The case, according to 
President Cantor, will determine *“* whether 
this city is to remain in the power of the 
Asphalt Trust.’’ 4 

When the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment advertised for bids on the work 
it was specified that the Warren pavement 
should be used. The board had received 
petitions In favor of that, pavement from 
seven-tenths of the holders of property and 
many organizations. 

The Barber Company considered that the 
specification of the material to used, 
which is manufactured only by the War- 
ren Company, and is'‘patented by them, was 
a viciation of a clause of the City Charter 
against the use of a patented pavement 
except under such circumstances that 
there can be a fair and reasonable oppor- 
tunity for competition.” : 

It declared the Warren pavement “a 
monopoly because it is patented.” 

The plaintiff sued as a taxpayer, the 
clair being that the city is about to com- 
mit au illegal act which will result in waste 
of the city funds. 

The Warren Company has agreed with the 
city to sell its pavement to any bidders 
at $1.49 per square yard. The Barber 
Company. has declared that the pavement 
would not be superior to the pavement it is 
furnishing the city at an average cost of 
$1.20 per square yard, and that it cannot 
compete because of the specification, The

ea Eidlitz of Master Build- 
ers Urges Settlement. _ 


Board of Building Trades Refers Ameri- 
can Federation Letter to Amalga- 


mated Society—More Broth- 
erhood. Strikes. 


Otto. M. Bidlitz, President of the Master 
Bullders’ Association, appeared at the meet- 
tng of the Board of Building Trades yes- 
terday as the result of a meeting of con- 
4ractors in the Building Trades Club in the 
.forenoon.. This meeting was attended by 
the six firms of contractors which formed 
‘@ teniative agreement last week to stand 
‘by the Amalgamated Carpenters’ Society. 


Just before the.board convened Mr, Bidlitz 
had a conference outside of the board room 
with President’ John J. Donevan of the 
board and Business Agent Fyfe of the 
Amalgamated Carpenters’ Society. Mr. 
Fyfe said that the officers of the Ameri- 
cakn Federation of Labor, who were here 
last week, did not understand the _ position 
of the Amalgamated Society. President 
Donovan said: 

“Phe Brotherhcod of Carpenters can ac- 
eomplish very little, They belong to no 
central] bodv, and can order no strike of 
other trades. We have decided to stand by 
the Amaigamated Society, and we will con- 
tinue to do so.”’ 

Mr. Widlitz reminded him that President 
Gompers ot the American Federation had 
tried to settle the trouble. 

“We want no outsiders 
retorted President Donovan. ‘‘ Mr. Gompers 
is all right, but this is a local building 
trades mutter, and this board is going to 
settle it f wart it to be understood that 
the board will not agree io. any outside 
isiterference."’ 

Mr. Fidlitz was then admitted to the 
meeting of the board, and was cordially 
received, He macé a plea for a settlement 
of the strike, and then retired. 

A.-communication from the Executive 
Council of the American Federation of 
Labor, giving the result-of the attempts to 
settle the strike, was referred to the Amal- 
gamated Carpenters’ soy. 

George D. Gaillard, airman of the Dis- 
trict Council of thes rotherhood, denied 
that the Brotherhood had violated any 
agreement by ordering a strike. 

‘Previous to the calling of the strike,’ 
he said, “ we notified Paul Starrett, Gen- 
era] Superintendent of .Construction of the 
George A. Fuller Company, that in order to 
fulfili our agreement made last September 
to give notice of a strike on this company's 
contracts. that he might expect a strike 
at any time. Mr. Starrett asked us if we 
could not hold off until his people had at 
least ten stories of the Wall Street IEx- 
change Building completed. We made no 
agreement with the Thompson-Starrett 
Company. 

Mr. Gaillard said that 400 more Brother- 
hood*»men were pulled out yesterday. The 
new strikes included strikes in Brooklyn 
and at the Harlem River Mill and Wool- 
working Company, One Hundred and Thir- 
ty-eighth Street and Ryder Avenue, and 
a Tidewater Company’s work at Totten- 
ville.

dangerous feature, the really alarming 
feature of the law as it has been inter- 
preted, is not that it has upset the 
Northern Securities merger, but that it 
brings within reach of Government as- 
sault innumerable business agreements, 
contracts, and combinations not harmful 
in their results and against which no ob- 
jection can be made on the ground of 
public policy. Alarm is exhibited all 
over the country—-quite unnecessarily, 
we think, for to predict a ruthless use of 
the power which this ill-judged and un- 
reasonable law creates would be to im- 
pute to the Administration a ferocious 
wish to destroy the business prosperity 
of the country and bring on a season of 
depression and panic which would most 
unhappily coincide with the year of the 
Presidential election. When the Attor- 
ney General who has set this machinery 
in motion urges an amendment of the 
law to take out of it explicitly these de- 
structive elements which have been read 
into it by the Supreme Court, it is evi- 
dent that the proposed change may be 
advocated without incurring the re- 
proach of a desire to defend the trusts. 


THE WORLD’S COMMERCE. 

What is more striking in the figures of 
the world's commerce just published by 
the Bureau of Statistics than the so- 
called ‘‘ balance of trade” is the relative 
growth of the various countries in the 
total of their dealings. 

In the actual amount of trade the 
United Kingdom still leads all the rest, 
the total being $3,573,000,000. The next 
in rank is our own country, with exports 
and imports amounting to $2,258,000,000, 
Then comes Germany with nearly the 
same, $2,254,000,000. But when we ex- 
amine the relative progress made in the 
past thirty years in the volume of com- 
merce, we find that our own has been out 
of all proportionto that of any of the other 
great commercial nations, The increase 
has been 178 per cent., while that of the 
United Kingdom has been only 62 per 
cent., and that of Germany only 60 per 
cent. Of the smaller European nations 
the Netherlands has made the most re- 
markable progress. In 1870, her total 
trade was but $340,000,000. In 1900-it 
had advanced to $1,514,000,000, or 845 
per cent. The progress of Japan was still 
more extraordinary, but it must be re- 
membered that a generation ago her for- 
eign trade was in its infancy. Her ex- 
ports were then but $15,000,000, while 
her imports were $25,000,000, the total 
trade being $40,000,000. Since then her 
trade grown to $252,000,000, 
530 per cent. Her exports and her im- 
ports are now almost exactly the same. 
In the meanwhile it is worth noting that 
the total trade of our northern neighbor, 
Canada, has advanced from $147,000,000 
to $423,000,000, or 188 per cent., slightly 
greater than our own. Taking the four 
principal nations above alluded to—the 
United States, the United Kingdom, Ger- 
many, and Holland—we find that the 
total of foreign trade has advanced from 
$4,708,000,000 to $9,600,000,000, or a little 
more than 100 per cent., in the course of 
a generation. 

If a comparison could be made to show 
the growth of internal trade it would un- 
doubtedly be found that the progress of 
our country has been very much 
more rapid than that of any other coun- 
try or group of countries. During that 
population has considerably

time our 
more than doubled, our resources of all 
sorts have been rapidly developed, our 
means of transportation have made great 
progress, and internal trade must have 
increased at even a more rapid pace. 


THE IRISH LAND BILL. 

The interesting summary which 
printed yesterday of the Irish Land bill 
indicates the conscientious care with 
which the principle of the measure has 
been carried into detail. The principle 
is clear and sound. It is, as Mr. Wynp- 
HAM said last year: “No Government 
can settle the Irish land question. It must 
be settled by the parties interested. The 
extent of useful action on the part of 
any Government is limited to providing 
facilities, so far as that may be possible, 
for giving effect to any bargain arrived 
at by the parties.” 

The temper in which the measure has 
been received is highly auspicious. The 
principle of it is frankly accepted and 
the details are inspected with a care 
which, though jealous, is distinctly not 
hostile. So much as this is a triumph 
for a Ministerial measure proceeding 
from a Conservative Government, It 
necessarily implies a considerable course 
of tactful and conciliatory procedure be- 
fore the actual .introduction of the 
measure. ' 

Of this preliminary procedure an inter- 
esting account is given in the current 
number of The Fortnightly Review by 
Mr. M. McD. Bopxkin, who was the lead- 
ing counsel for the Irish tenants before 
the Fry Commission. It seems that, al- 
though the idea of a landlords and ten- 
ants’ conference had been vaguely 
mooted before, Capt. SHaw TayYLor, an 
Irish landlord already distinguished for 
public spirit, invited the representatives 
apparently the most irreconcilable of the 
two parties to meet in friendly confer- 
ence. ‘The Irish Landlords’ Convention 
voted down this proposition by a large 
majority. And, even after public opin- 
ion in favor of a conference had unmis- 
takably declared itself and “the Dun- 
raven Committee " had been formed, the 
Executive Committee of the landlords’ 
convention replied to another invi- 
tation that “it was unfofiunate that a 
body so generally and so justly discred- 
ited as the Irish Parliamentary Party 
should be to any extent reinstated in 
public opinion.” Mr. Bopkin very prop- 
erly adds that, “remembering that the 
Trish Parliamentary Party, thus insulted

happily, this spirit is no longer the pre- 
vailing spirit of Irish landlordism, The 
conference was held, and with results 
that the landlords who objected to the. 
holding of it have gratefully accepted as 
an offer of substantial relief. 

The experience of some years with a 
Land Commission intrusted with the in- 
vidious responsibility of “fixing fair 
rents” has disgusted both sides. It has 
convinced both sides that in place of the 
modified and dual ownership, of which 
the existence of the Land Commission 
was a recognition, the only remedy for 
the economic and political evils of Ire- 
land was to buy out and “ disestablish ” 
Trish landjords, just as the Irish Church 
was bought out and disestablished a gen- 
eration ago, and to substitute a peasant 
proprietorship for the system which for 
centuries has bred discontent and crime. 
The pending bill aims to put the title of 
the soil of Ireland in the tillers of that 
soil. It is the expense of making the 
transfer alone that, by the pending bill, 
the British Government proposes to as- 
sume an expense estimated at twelve 
millions sterling. If the scheme suc- 
ceeds it will be a very paying’ invest- 
ment, seeing that the existing Land Com- 
mission, which pleases nobody, costs 
$700,000 yearly, and that the Irish police, 
required mainly to intervene in disputes 
between landlords and tenants, costs 
$6,750,000 yearly. As to the risk in trust- 
ing the tenant to pay the purchase price, 
Mr. WrnpHam’s testimony is very im- 
portant. He says: : 


Taking the acts of 1891 and 1896—under 
those acts more than 30,000 purchasers were 
paying annually £171,214 to the State. I 
have no case of bad debts to offer.- Then 
let me take unpunctuality, In Ireland, re 
know that previous to purchase people took 
a view of arrears which I may properly de- 
scribe as liberal. Under these two acts, 
out of 30,000 purchasers there are in all 
Ireland only 69 men six months late, only 
12 men who are a year late, and in all Ire- 
land only 1 man out of 80,000 who is 
eighteen months late in his payments.\ It 
comes to this, that we are £463 in arrears 
in £171,000, | 

It seems that only a very moderate 
measure of good sense and good feeling 
on each side is needed to work a great 
and beneficent reform in Ireland. Evi- 
dences multiply that this requirement 


has been on both sides met, And if the 


cute a really “healing measure,” as 
BuRKE called it, for Ireland, that achieve- 
ment will be by far the most useful and 
beneficent it will have rendered—the 
most important service to the British 
Empire that any British Government has 
had the chance of rendering for genera- 
tions. 


SHAMROCKS I. AND III. 

It seems odd that, after all we have 
been reading about the brilliant showing 
Shamrock III., the present challenger, 
has made against the Fife boat, with 
which the sportsmanlike Sir THomas LIp- 
TON originally challenged for the cup, it 
should be announced that, in the first 
formal race between the two over a set 
course, the old boat should have won by 
nearly three minutes in thirty-four miles 
“on time allowance.” 

But this announcement is not altogeth- 
er convincing. It appears that nobody 
but those immediately concerned knows 
what the time allowance really is which, 
under the rules for races for the cup, 
the new challenger would have to give 
the old, and that those who do know do 
not tell. The assumption that the allow- 
ance is ten minutes looks both loose and 
large. The old boat was “ built to the 
limit,” like all the other challengers, so 
that the new one is ho longer. That she 
has so much larger a sail plan as to be 
taxed ten minutes in ‘thirty-four miles is 
a supposition not especially creditable to 
the united wisdom of her two designers. 
A boat which must give'ten minutes to 
Shamrock I. would have to make a hand- 
some allowance to Columbia, while with- 
out doybt the designers of the chal- 
enger have designed to have the allow- 
ance, if any, the other way, as they have 
generally succeeded in doing. The fact 
that the new boat beat the old one seven 
minutes in elapsed time in a race of 
thirty-four miles, made in less than four 
hours, may be taken as indicating a 
clear superiority, in the absence of more 
authentic information about the time al- 
lowance than we as yet possess,

THE CARPENTERS’ STRIKE. 

That the situation induced in the build- 
ing trades by the conflict of the two 
unions representing the carpenters is 
intolerable goes without -saying. The 
Board of Building Trades cannot permit 
its continuance, and in taking sides 
against the United Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners it rebukes an effort 
on the part of that body to crush the 
Amalgamated Union of Carpenters and 
Joiners. The moral advantage in this 
controversy would seem to reside with 
the Amalgamated, since the Brotherhood 
has broken its contracts, in which it 
agreed not to strike on any pretext until 
Sep*omber, 1903; and if its members are 
excluded from further employment as 
long as they retain connection with their 
organization, they will have only them- 
selves to blame for the sharp discipline 
to which they are subjected. 

In the light of experience it should not 
be difficult for trade union leaders to 
learn that they cannot make and break 
agreements at pleasure without suffer- 
ing the penalties which attach to irre- 
sponsibility and bad faith in every busi- 
ness relation. The Brotherhood is. nu- 
mericalily much stronger than the Amal- 
gamated, but it is proverbial that the 
battle is not always to the strong, espe- 
cially when strength is abused and leads 
those who possess it into the taking of 
an untenable position, in which mere 
numbers count for very little. If the ac- 
tion which is now probable is taken the

COL. JOHN E. MACGOWAN. 

Col, MacGowan, the editor of The 
Chattanooga Times, who died on Sunday, 
was of a type of journalists whose func- 
tion in our National life has usually more 
value than recognition. 

A man of extraordinary mental force, 
well educated and widely read, energetic 
and industrious, a facile but thoughtful 
writer, of strong convictions to which he 
was ifistinctively and unselfishly loyal, 
a keen observer and sound judge of 
events and of men, his ihfluence on the 
minds of his fellow-citizens was marked 
and was sustained. In early life a 
teacher, then a lawyer, then a soldier—a 
gallant one, winning promotion by ex- 
cellent service—he turned to, journalism 
as the natura] field for the exercise of 
his active and well-trained mind. Al- 
though holding the office of prosecuting 
attorney with credit in two communities, 
and with every prospect of success in the 
legal profession, he found his true voca- 
tion in the work of the editor. For this 
his equipment was unusual, and was 
kept abreast of the progressive requiré- 
ments of the time by incessant study. 
His devotion to his calling was singularly 
disinterested and unflagging, and his 
“output ’ was varied and practically un- 
limited, no amount of labor seeming to 
discourage or to tire him. 

There are in many. of the cities of the 
country men in‘his profession resembling 
him in ability and efficiency, but there 
are very few anywhere so modest, faith- 
ful, enthusiastic, and conscientious as he 
always was. His was, moreover, the 
truly National patriotism. This was 
proved not more in his distinguished 
service in the Union Army than in his 
service to the best interests of the South, 
where he took up his residénce at the 
close of the war, and where he was ani- 
versally trusted and respected. His career 
was a long and honorable one, and his 
true monument is in the effect of his 
manly and wholesome influence upon 
public opinion during the many years of 
his valuable labors. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—~—To give the Jesup expedition in Siberia 
public sanction and encouragement, and 
then to issue secret orders placing all sorts 
of difficulties in its way, was, if not char- 
acteristic of governmental methods in Rus- 
sia, at least calculated to confirm the cur- 
rent opinion of those methods. The episode 
strikingly illustrates how far from limitless 
is the power of ruler whose will is sup- 
posed to be law for all his subjects, since 
the Czar cannot even be suspected of ap- 
proving the course of his Minister, and now 
that the details of the curious affair have 
come out, it is safe to assume that he is 
humiliated as well as offended by the con- 
duct of o high offfcial who, acting in his 
name, was guilty of acts even more unwise 
than disgraceful. They were utterly futile 
acts, too, for, despite the secret antag- 
onism. the work of the expedition was suc- 
cessfully performed by thé men chosen to 
do it. That the choice fell upon two men 
who had once been convicted and punished 
for what pass in Russia for political crimes 
was almost inevitable, since in that class 
only were both intelligence and scientific 
education to be found, those necessary qual- 
ifications for the ends in view naturally 
leading to trouble with the Government 
in a country like Russia, This fact pre- 
cludes criticism upon the American man- 
agers of the expedition for making the se- 
lections they did. Why Messrs. Bocorag 
and JOCHELSON should have done their best 
to conceal their experience with the 
bureaucrats {s somewhat difficult to un- 
derstand. Of course, one can see that pub- 
licity would deprive them of all opportunity 
for prosecuting further investigations in 
Siberia for some time to come, but silent 
endurance, on the other hand, would simply 
defer the era of reform and invite similar 
treatment of pthers by the reactionary 
Russian officials, The matter of patriot- 
ism hardly enters into the question, for 
there is nothing patriotic in the suppres- 
elon of administrative abuses like these. 
The facts have been divulged, however, and 
there is at least the possib‘lity that good 
effects may follow, as the Czar can hardly 
afford to allow a repetition of the inci- 
dent. 

——Our recent criticism of architects for 
the carelessness with which they treat the 
engineering features of their problems has 
inspired Mr. ALEXANDER Rick McKim. 
himself an engirfeer, to call the attention 
of The American Architect to’a peculiar 
phase of this carelessness, often illustrated, 
he declares, in the work of some of the 
best of our descigners. ‘' Corsider,’’ writes 
Mr. McKim, ‘the frequent use of the 
broken pediment over doors and windows, 
always irritating to one with structural 
coneeptions. Other examples are numer- 
ous. In one of our large fine clubhouses 
there is, apparently, a heavy vaulted cell- 
ing resting on deep wooden pilasters with 
a stairway through the centre of each and 
Lookeases on the sides. So this supposedly 
massive ceiling is supported by two seven- 
eighths boardings between the books and 
the stairway, whereas the vaultings could 
have been carried over to the main ‘walls 
and the bookcases treated as a special 
feature, Another example is the concert 
hall of a large musical club, the principal 
roof girders of which apparently rest on 
the head of an angel whose well-propor- 
tioned wings remind one that the roof may 
be left without support at any moment. 
Cut away the connection between the gird- 
ers und the head, treat the statuary as 
cecoration, ahd» you have a much better 
treatment, Again, there is’ a down-town 
office building with the main pilaster of 
the front facade cut directly off at the base 
by a. door opening.” Here, to an observer 
interested only in the sporting possibilities 
of the situation, seems to be the foundation 
for an excited and therefore interesting 
discussion. The structures mertioned are 
easy to identify, and there cught to be sev- 
éral architects with an inclination to an- 
swer Mr. McKrm’s question: “If we find 
such glaring engineering defects in the 
artistic design, how can we expect much 
consideration for the structural, the me- 
chanical, the electrical, the heating, and 
the sanitary details? 
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if not for contentment. In ae cane ad 
things, it is the abnormal and the un 
that awaken interest and possess news 
value, not the normal and the usual. If 
honest men were rare, thieves would pass 
unnotixed, and if murder were /a common 
amusement or occupation, the man who re- 
frained from killing would get his picture 
on the first page of all the illustrated pa- 
pers.

——For some time past thé dispatches 
fromm the Philippines/have been making 
rather frequent reference to one JOHN J, 
PeRsainG, Captain in the Fifteenth Caval- 
ry—always as to a man who does things, 
and does them with remarkable neatness 
and vigor. Capt. PersHine’s latest achieve- 
ment, the capture of the Moro forts at 
Bacolod, will not get much space, perhaps, 
in the military histories of the future, for 
it was a small affair as battles go, but, de- 
spite its smallness, it’ had several distin- 
guishing features and thoroughly con- 
firmed the former hints that this young 
officer needs opportunity to accomplish 
great'things in a great way. That he has 
the courage for any attempt in no way 
sets him apart from the large majority of 
the rest of the army, with or without com- 
missions, but it is evident that his discre- 
tion 1s as abundant as his courage, and 
that combination is not common anywhere. 
Before he led the charge against the forts 
he studied the situation long and carefully, 
with the result that all the fatalities were 
among the Moros, and only three of the 
American troops were wounded. Given the 
necessity for war, that is certainly the sys- 
tem according to which it can be most 
effectively carried on, That it will not 
inspire the poets is the fault of—the poets, 
an unppractical as well as irritable race, 
with a hankering after forlorn hopes and 
an admiration for heroism without much 
regard for its utility. The attack on Baco- 
lod was a ‘‘ frontal attack,’ but there was 
nothing bullheaded about it, and Capt.

Letters from Cleveland and Hill Cheered 
at Jefferson Dinner—That from 
Bryan Received Almost 
in Silence, 


Charges of treachery on the part of Will- 
iam Jennings Bryan, made by Frank 
Campbell, Chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee, who held the Nebraskan 
responsible for the defeat of the State 
ticket in the last Fall campaign, aroused 
the diners: at the Bronx Jeffersonian ban- 
quet last evening to express an unusually 
vigorous approval of the remarks of the 
Speaker, and in most unmistakable terms 


their disapproval of the recent Presidential 
eandidate. 


The dinner, which was given by the Tam- 
many Hall General Committee ‘of the 
Thirty-fifth Assembly District in honor of 
the one hundred and sixtieth anniversary 
of Thomas Jefferson's birthday, was held 
at Morrisania Hall, at Third Avenue and 
One Hundred and Seventeenth Street, in 
the Bronx. This is the section under the 
leadership of Borough President Louis F. 
Haffen, and he’ was praised last night by 
all the speakers. 


Mr. Campbell vigorously attacked Mr. 
Bryan for his attitude in the last cam- 


paign, which he said was in onposition to 
nen who had been toyal to him in his 
Presidential campaign of 1898, and_ said 
tuat party harmony and success would be 
an impossibility as long as men in the 
part)" with more or less of a following de- 
chned to give their aid to their party 
tickets . 

If’ the Democratic Party in the last 
election in the State of New York had re- 
ceived the united support of all the Demo- 
crats who have more or less influence upon 
the Democracy of the country,’ said Mr. 
Campbell, ‘“ the result would have been dif- 
ferent,”’ 

Edward M. Shepard, who was one of the 
foremost speakers of the evening, attacked 
President Roosevelt for his policy of a 
large army and navy, and declared the 
President to be not only a fighting man 
himself and looking for trouble of the in- 
ternational sprt, but a man seeking to make 
this a nation of fighting. men seeking an 
imbroglio. Mr. Shepard also referred in a 
more or less joking vein to District Attor- 
ney Jerome and ex-Police Chief Devery as 
the two_men responsible for his defeat for 
the Mayoralty two years ago. 

The other speakers of the evening in- 
cluded John B. Stanchfield of Elmira, At- 
torney General Cunneen, Justice Morgan 
J. O’Brien, ex-State Senator Thomas C. 
O'Sullivan, John F, Murray, Senator Mc- 
Carren, Congressman Shober, and Mr. Haf- 
fen. The presence of Herman Ridder, who 
was a supporter of Mayor Low in the last 
campaign, was regarded as especially favor- 
able by the Tammany men, as also was the 
letter received from John De Witt Warner, 
who was compelled to remain away. 


CLEVELAND AND HILL CHEERED. 


When letters of regret were read from ex- 
Presigent Cleveland and ex-Senator Hill 
those present cheered vigorously, but the 


letter from William J. Bryan was passed 
by with searcely a handclap. / 

More than 800 diners sat down in Mor- 
risania Hall for the dinner, that really 
began at 7:30 in the evening. The hall was 
handsomely decorated, while a large paint- 
ing of Jefferson hung over the speaker's 
table and immediately back of the toast- 
master’s seat. 

John J. Brady presided, while those at 
the speaker's table included John D, Crim- 
mins, Lewis Nixon, Charlies F, Murphy, 
Randolph Guggenheimer, Norman E.. Mack, 
Mayor Fiske of Mount Vernon, Charles 
W. Dayton, George Foster Peabody, Will- 
fam Sulzer, Henry E. Goldfogle, Charles 
V. Fornes, William F. Grell, Justice Ver- 
non M. Davis, John Fox, Justice Fitzger- 
ald, Justice McCall, President Cassidy of 
Queens Borough, and Percy Nagle. This 
incidentally is the first Haffen celebra- 
tion in many years which Mr. Nagle, his 
long time opponent, has attended. 

After “The Star Spangled Banner” was 
sung standing by the diners, Charles G. F. 
Wahle read the following letter from Grover 
Cleveland to Borough President Haffen: 


I am sorry that my engagements wil! not per- 
mit my ace2ptance of the courteous invitation 
of the Tammany Hall General Committee:of the 
Thirty-fifth Assembly District, in the City of 
New York, to attend a banquet on the 18th inst., 
in celebration of the birthday of Thomas Jeffer- 
son. 

The name and memory of the founder of the 
Democratic Party ought never to lack the power 
of inspiration and stimulation among those who 
profess the Democratic faith, 

His example and teaching should in days. of 
party prosperity ang ascendency show the way of 
fealty and devotion’ in the cause of the pedple. 

In time of adversity and defeat, they should 
lead to a careful comparison of party doctrine 
with party practice, to the end that if misfortune 
has followed a departure, in organization con- 
duct, from the creed of true Democracy, it may 
be Giecaversa, and a return be made to the right 
path, 

In the crowding incidents and _ constantly 
changing conditions of our people's life, new 
issues and new subjects of political thought and 
action must frequently present themselves to 
the test.of Democratic judgment. 

The only sincere way for our patty to deal 
with these is, first, to discover their character 
and their tendencies for good or evil, and 
thereupon to treat them in such manner as will 
reeoOgnize constitutional restrictions, and the 
necessity of safe conservatism, while at. the 
same time we keep in sight, ds our unfailing 
guide, and the supreme object of our political 
endeavor, a conscientious regard for the best 
and highest interests of the people of the land, 
without favoritism or unjust discrimination, 

Thus will the Democratic Party be true ‘to it- 
self, and thus will those who profess its faith 
approve themselves as disciples of Thomas Jef- 
ferson, 


Mr. Cleveland's letter was roundly 
cheered and applauded, and then Mr. Wahle 
read a letter from ex-Senator David B. Hill, 
which was in the main as follows: 1 


A united Democracy can win the great contest 
of 1904 and rout the combined forces of plutoc- 
racy, monopoly, imperialism, and tariff, exac- 
tions. 

Unity ¢an easily be secured by the enuncia- 
tion of those general principles upon which the 
Democratic Party is substantially agreed and 
the avoidance of those questionable utterances 
which must inevitably provoke differences. 

General principles should be promulgated in 

latform, while details should be reserved for 
egislation when we ‘ire’ intrusted with power. 
No planks should be insisted upon in National 
Conventions which do not meet the approval of 
all sections of the country. This is no time for 
proscription. 

It is no time for foolish divisions upon mere 
abstract questions. It is a time for conciliation 
and mutual concessions. It is the part of pru- 
dence and patriotism to avoid untimely issues. 
There is no necessity for “‘ reorganization,”’ (so- 
called,) but; what is needed is aggressiveness— 
progressiveness—and absence of ‘' cussedness.’’ 

t is a time to drop the consideration of dead 
questions and to press to the front iiving issues 
in which the people are interested. 

The revision of the tariff, the preservation of 
the rights of indestructible States, the divoree 
of the Government from entangling alliances 
with private business interests; an American 
territorial policy rather than a British colonia! 
policy; the promotion of commercial om; 
the maintenance of free competition every- 
where, and an honest and economical adminis- 
tration of Government—these and other kindred 
issues will commend themselves to the approval 
of the thoughtful, patriotic, and conservativ. 
people Of the country, and the adoption of whi 
will render our National nominations more th 
mere empty honors. 

Mr. Hill concluded his letter with a” de- 
nunciation of the work of the p t ses- 
sion of the Legislature at Al Y and the 
effort to abolirh direct State taxation. He 
closed by saying. 

“The record of the present slature 
at Albany is replete with corruption, r- 
tisanship, inconsistency, fickleness, and in- 
famous betrayal of the public interests."

MR. SHEPARD'S ADDRESS. 


Edward M. Shepard, who responded to 
Democracy,” followed Mr. Stanchfield. 
He said in part: 


“Under the auspices of our present, gal- 
lant and strenuous Chief Magistrate we 
have at last taken our part in that. com- 
etition of expenditure for, empire which 
s so crushing a weight upon the masses 
of the great European countries. To-day 
we read that Huropean statesmen Jook anx- 
ioudly for relief from these burdens, and 
that even crowned heads would find a way 
out. . 
“Until a few years ago, every American 
patriot rejoiced that we were not In the 
foolish struggle to have our army or navy 
bigger than the army or navy of some 
other great country. The three thousand 
miles of the Atlantic saved us from those 
burdens of barbarism. Our industrial ideals 
protected us. It was an American axiom 
that money unnecessarily spent for war or 
in military or naval expenses was unwisely 
spent, We knew that the peace and power 
of the American Nation were not depend- 
ent upon vast armaments. 

“But now, in time of peace, our military 
budget is more than twice and fast coming 
to be three times what it was in the last 
vear of Democratic administration, Our 
naval expenditure is well-nigh three tjmes 
what it: then was. The taxes paid.in a 
single year of President Roosevelt's Ad- 
ministration by citizens of the United States 
for the army and navy over and above what 
was deemed necessary in 1896 would com- 
plete the Panama Canal. 

“Phe President’s attitude, in spite of the 
formal words of caution he uses now and 
then, is that of a man spoiling for a fight. 
He would make us a Nation spoiling for a 
fight. It is that ideal more than any other 
which he seeks by his exuberant and in- 
teresting eloquence to put into the minds 
ef Americans, and especially of American 
youth. He talks.as if American prestige 
and power had been created only since his 
campaign in CuDa. 

“He ignores that striking and effective 
affirmation. of. National power made -by 
President Cleveland upon Great Britain's 
refusal to arbitrate the Venezuela bound- 
ary in 1895. That Democratic President, 
standing as he did for the defense of that 
little republic. had little difficulty in bring- 
ing Great Britain to a fitting behavior, 

“Tt say further that the beneficent influ- 
ence of our country in foreign lands was 
more effective when our mility and naval 
expenditure were much less than one-half 
what they are to-day. Take the two Vene- 
zuela incidents. Recall the effective and 
triumphant protection which President 
Cleveland secured to the South American 
republic. Compare that with President 
Roosevelt's treatment of our South Amer- 
{can sister.”

Jefferson Memorial Association in eelebra- 
tion of the one hundred and sixtieth anni- 
versary of the birth of the author of the 
Declaration of independence. About 140 
guests were present. 

H. B. F. MacFariland, President of the 
District Commissioners, presided, and 
Thomas Neison Page acted as toastmaster. 

Senator Hoar responded to the toast ‘“‘ The 
Author of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence.” 

‘Every. party in this country to-day 
reckons Jefferson as its patron saint,” he 
said. ‘‘ Every political sect finds its polit- 
ical doctrine in Jefferson, almost asa every 
religious sect finds its doctrines in the say- 
ings of the Saviour of mankind.”

The speakers were Géorge Clinton De 
Witt, Vice President of the society, who 
presided in the absence of the President, 
Stuyvesant Fish; Mayor Low, Dr. B. M. 
St. John Roosa, Tunis G. Bergen, President 
of the St, Nicholas Society of Nassau, a:d 
Carlisle Norwood, who is to be the next 
President of the St. Nicholas Society of 
New York. f 

Mr. De Witt read formal letters of regret 
from President Roosevelt and from Mr.

IS TO SUCCEED YUNG-LU. 


Prince Ching Appointed Grand Secre- 
tary—Friendiy to Foreigners, but 
Regarded as a Man of 
Little Force. 


PEKING, April 13.—Prince Ching, Presi- 


dent of the Foreign Office, has been ap- 
pointed Grand Secretary in succession to 
the late Yung-Lu. 


As President of the Tsung-li-Yamen 
(Foreign Office) before the Boxer outbreak, 


Prince ‘Ching gained a high reputation 


among the foreign diplomats for courtesy 
and amiability, and he is regarded as 


friendly to Europeans and to reform. It is 
thought, however, that he is a man of 
little force. It was stated in a dispatch 
sent from Peking on Saturday that the 
Prince was aging fast, that he lacked de- 
termination,, and that it was impossible, 
should he succeed Yung-Lu, to say who 
would fill the late Grand Secretary's real 
place, which wag that of Premier of the 
Empire. 

Prince Ching was the only member of the 
Chinese Imperial family who remained in 
Peking after the allies captured the city, 
and he had to put up with many humilia- 
tions in his capacity of representative of 
the Court. He remained consistently friend- 

| ly to the foreigners, however, and is cred- 
ited with having doné his best to restrain 
the more violently anti-foreign of his col- 
leagues in the Chinese Government. With 
the late Li-Hung-Chang he represented 
China in the peace negotiations with the 
powers, which resulted in the signature 
of the Peking protocol, and after the con- 
clusion of peace he acted as Grand Mar- 
shal of the Court. 

In 1891 Prince Ching succeeded the late 
Marquis Tseng as President of the Admir- 
alty Board, and in 1894 he was raised by 
Imperial decree from a Prince of the sec- 
ond to one of the first order. At the time 
of the war with sagen he was titular Com- 
mander in Chief of the Peking Army, but 
he petitioned in vain for leave to lead his 
forces against the enemy. 

In July, 1901, Prince Ching was appoint- 
ed President of the new Chinese Foreign 
Office, formed in accordance with the Pe- 
king protocol, It is called the Wei-Wu-Pu, 
(Board of Foreign Affairs,) and takes pre- 
cedence over the six boards that previously 
had outranked the Tsung-li-Yamen. 

Prince Tsai-Chen, Prince Ching’s son. 
represented China at the, coronation of 
King Edward, and returned home by way 
of this country. 


GLAD YUNG-LU IS DEAD.

LONDON, April 14.—The Shanghai

The newspapers regard Yung-Lu’s re- 
moval from the scene as a cause of na- 
tional rejoicing, because the possibility 
of reform is thereby greatly increased. 
The papers attribute the present lament- 
able condition of the empire to the late 
Grand Secretary’s corrupt influence and 
indifference to the country’s welfare. 


BARS REFORM IN PE-CHI-LI. 


Dowager Empress Repeais Gov. Yuan- 
Shi-Kai’s Stamp Taxation Scheme. 


PEKING, April 135.—The Dowager Em- 
press has issued an edict repealing the 
comprehensive stamp taxation scheme 
which Yuan-Shi-Kai, Governor of the Prov- 
ince of Pe-chi-Li, was about to inaugurate 
throughout: this province. 

The edict assigns the poverty of the peo- 
ple as the reason for the repeal of the 
scheme, but it is believed that Yuan-Shi- 
Kai's enemies procured it for the purpose 
of crippling his peqposed reforms. One of 
the contemplated effects of the proposed 
plan would have been to secure honest 
returns of taxes collected and to deprive 
minor offictals of large perquisites. 

The degree of the owager Empress's 
solicitude for the poverty of the people is 
evidenced by the costly junket she is 
taking. The Court will return from its 
visit to the Western Tombs on Wednes- 
day, and will sojourn at the Hunting Park. 
A short railway is being built between 
the main line and the park to convey the 
Crown Princess of Bavaria, who is eee 
Peking, to the park for an audience wit 
the Dowager Empress.

EXPLOSION ON THE IOWA. 
Admiral Higginson’s Report Shows That 
a Defective Shell Was Not 


the Cause.” 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—Admiral Hig- 
ginson’s report to the Navy Department 
upon the fatal explosion on the Iowa lust 
Thursday shows that a defective shell was 
not the cause. He says: 

“TI regret to inform the department of a 
sad accident which happened on board the 
Iowa while at target practice to-day at 
12:30 P. M. When on her third shot from 
the port forward twelve-inch gun the muz- 
zle blew off, and the pieces from it pene- 
trated the three decks underneath, killing 
three men and wounding four others. That 
portion of the ship was thoroughly 


wrecked, I have sent her to the navy yard 


for temporary repairs and burial of the 


dead, and I have to recommend that she 
be sent north for more permanent repairs. 
I inclose herewith a report from ‘apt. 
Perry, giving the names of the killed and 
wounde 4 

It does fot appear that this accident 
was caused by the bursting of the shell, as 
somé witnesses stated that they saw the 
shell strike near the target. he imner 
tube presents a fracture, but on none of the 
ploces into which the muzzle of the gun 
roke up are the grooves indented or 
scored, as in the case of a bursting shell, 
The gun, I am informed, has been iired 
127 times previous to the discharge in 
which the accldent occurred.” 

Another report from Rear Admiral Htg- 
ginson, dated April 11, gives the following 
details of the gun's condition after the ex- 
Plosion: 

Third shot, no unusual explosion; muzzle was 
blown to pleces from one foot within. Clear and 
regular break. Remainder of tube showed twen- 
ty-two cracks about six feet. No sign excessive 
pressure on the record. No escape of gases at 
breech; no hangfire, Primer extracted perfect- 
ly; not damaged, Condition of loading and fir- 
ing normal. Gun has been fired 127 times, Full 
charges smokeless powdér, No serious defects 
are known to have existed In gun. . 

From this report it is suggested that the 
gun may have undergone a severe strain 
at some time, and therefore had reached 
its limit of endurance. The Iowa had not 
been overhauled for a long while, having 
betn in commission the last time for five 
years, On arrival at New York all her 
guns will be tested, ~ 

Capt. Perry’s letter simply gives the 
names of the victims of the explosion. 


GENERAL STAFF FOR NAVY. 


Secretary Moody Would Insist Upon 
Modifications Should He Favor 


the Scheme. 


WASHINGTON, April 13. — Secretary 
Moody, who returned to-day from an ex- 
tended cruise in the Caribbean Sea, gave 
careful consideration during his trip to 


the general staff proposition. The Secre- 
tary is not yet prepared to commit himself 
regarding the project, though he intends 


taking it up at length in his mext annual 
report 

‘The Secretary is aware of the fact that 
there are men in Congress of powerful po- 
sition and influence and who at present ex- 
press themselves as irrevocably opposed to 
the creation of a general staff, and this 
fact must be taken into consideration in 
auy recommendations: which may be sub- 
mitted upon the subject. Before leaving 
Washington the Secretary was disposed to 
approve no general staff measure that was 
not severely modified. It is understood that 
he has in mind several modifications whic 
he wil! insist upon should he finally deter- 
mine to favor the scheme, 

Secretary Moody had a conference with 
Attorney General Knox at the Department 
of Justice to-day regarding cértain lands 
which were ceded the United States for 
naval purposes by the Porto Rican Govern- 
ment. 


REINA CHRISTINA FLOATED. 


MANILA, April 13.—The warship Reina 
Christina, flagship of Admiral Montojo, 
which was sunk by Admiral Dewey in 
Manila Bay, was floated and beached yes- 
terday. The skeletons of about eighty of 
her crew were found in the hulk. 

One skeleton was evidently that of an 
officer, for he had a sword by his side. 

There are fifteen shell holes in the hull 
of the Reina Christina, one made by an 


eight-Inch and the others small. The maiu 
injection valve is missing, showing the 
ship was scuttled when Admiral Montojo 
ependonse her. The hull is in fair condi- 
tion. 

Capt. A. R. Couden, commanding the naval 
station at Cuyite, took charge of the skel- 
etons of the Spanish sallors, expressing a 
desire to give them an American naval 
funeral. The Spanish residents, however, 
are anxious to ship the skeletons to Spain, 
and it is suggested that the United States 
transport Sumner nou them to Spain 
by way of the Suez Canal, in June. 

A wrecking company is endeavoring to 
raise all the sunk Spanish warships.

For example, there was free 
selling of Atchison apparently to protect 
Rock Island, and of Southern Pacific 
upon the announcement of the intention 
of the Attorney General of Texas to pro- 
ceed in the Federal Court upon the prin- 
ciple of the decision of last Thursday.

The sole depressing factor was the 


Northern Securities decision. The money 


market gave no fresh cause for anxiety 


either in rates or in tone. The banks 
upon their relations with the Sub-Treas- 
ury are nearly a million dollars better 
off than at the same time last week, 


and the mysterious reduction of United 
States deposits last week was explained 


from Washington to be due to the banks’ 
own initiative in connection with refund- 
ing. 

April traffics began to come in most 
satisfactorily. Missouri Pacific reported 


an increase of nearly 20 per cent., Nor- 


folk and Western of over 25 per cent., 
and there were others. Southern Pacific 
made a poor report, due chiefly to in- 
crease of operating expenses, which is 
not surprising considering equally the 
road's speculative and material position. 


The March production of gold at the 


Rand was the largest for any: month 
since interruption by the war. Other en- 
couraging factors—such as brilliant crop 
prospects and good foreign trade—were 
all neglected for unreasoning fear of the 
stringent application of the Northern 


Securities decision. Those most con- 
cerned showed less trepidation than those 
with less or nothing at stake. Trusts 
which are not monopolies, and railways 
which are not parallel and competing, 
were all assumed hastily to be in the 
same immjnent danger, although it is 
still a threat rather than a fact in the 
case of the Northern Securities itself. 
The fact not unlikely will prove less dis- 
astrous than the fear. Even assuming 
that the decision be affirmed upon ap- 
peal, it does not follow that it will be 
sustained upon equally broad principles, 
The court always shows disposition to 
confine itself to the facts and the case 
before it, and there will be infinite op- 
portunities to distinguish and refine the 
ultimate decision when it comes to be ap- 
Plied to other cases. Even in this spe- 
cial case there may be an unexpected 
way out. For instance, the Northern Se- 
curities became an illegal corporation 
only when it took over the-second of the 
parallel and competing lines. If it held 
only one of them, might it not become 
lawful again, and might it not then serve 
every lawful and beneficial purpose? The 
difficulty about this is that the law does 
not permit even beneficial purposes to 
be thus executed, and evasion only in- 
vites further litigation with prolonged 
uncertainty. The useful effect of the 
law is its considerable service in check- 
ing excesses in combinations and emis- 
sions of undigested securities. It is a 
blunderbuss so far as intended to pro- 
tect railway patrons. from railway 
abuses, It has no application to combina- 
tions of connecting railways which are 
not competitive, and thus is no obstacle 
to monopolies worse than the one in 
question, which is not a monopoly at all. 
And it punishes alike and equally good 
and bad combinations. It is perhaps the 
only law which punishes possibility and 
intent, before any aet is done under 
them, Yet relief can be had only after 
political agitation, of unsettling and 
doubtful result. 

The Union Trust Company gave notice 
of its intention to abandon the privileges 
and advantages of the Clearing House 
rather than to comply with the Clear- 
ing House rules regarding maintenance 
of reserve. The Union Trust Company 
speaks for itself, without intimation of 
co-operation with others, yet there is 
little doubt that others will take similar 
action, perhaps a half dozen, more or 
less. At first thought it might seem 
that this would relieve the banks of the 
necessity of supplying the cash which 
they required the trust companies to ac- 
ecumulate against their deposits, and to 
that extent relax the present tension. 
But there are several considerations to 
the contrary., It Is not to be presumed 
that trust companies like the one taking 
this action are going to get along without 
any reserve, or with the least reserve 
that will suffice. A company which was 
able to send gold to the Clearing, House 
during the last pinch will take good care 
of itself, and of its depositors, and possi- 
bly provide a larger reserve than the 
Clearing House required, if in its discre- 
tion this is necessary. During recent and 
prospective money markets better use 
can be made of deposits than to allow 
them to rest with the banks, and if the 
connection with the banks ts to be broken 
it may seem good business to withdraw 
more than the reserve stipulated by the 
Clearing House~poasibly entire lines of

Whether or not there will be 
a trust company clearing house it is 
premature to say, but the tendency of 
events is not toward strengthening the 
position of the Clearing House as New 
York’s sole financial spokeaman. The 
dissenting trust companies, whether 
united or individually, must necessarily 
assume more independence and initiative 
than heretofore, with results not clearly 
indicated. However excellent the inten-

CHILDREN IMPERILE 
BY SHOWER OF ROCKS 


Hundreds of Windows Shattered 
by Terrific Blast. 


One Large Rock Hurled Through Dwell- 
ing Front—Many Structures In- 
jured—Woman Speechless 
from Fright. 


Many children on their way to school 
yesterday afternoon had a miraculous eS- 
cape from injury by a blast fired at One 
Hundred and Seventy-second Street, near 
Third Avenue, which bombarded the en- 
tire neighborhood for a distance of several 
blocks with a shower of rock, doing several 
thousand dollars’ damage. In several in- 
stances huge pieces of rock were Sent 
crashing through the side walls of dwell- 
ings, while hundreds of windows were 
shattered. 

Many persons were thrown off their feet 
by the concussion, and the report spread 
that several children had been injured. A 
careful search made by the police when the 
excitement quieted down revealed the fact 
that nobody had been injured beyond a few 
scratches caused by broken glass, but that 
there had been numerous hairbreadth es- 
capes. - 

For several months past Contractor John 
Dyffy has been employed in cutting 
through One Hundred and Seventy-second 
Street between Third and Fulton Avenues. 
Shortly before 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon his foreman, John Carroll, of 683 
Wales Avenue, fired a heavy blast, which 
he avers was properly covered. The re- 
port was terrific and thousands of pieces 
of rock were thrown with tremendous force 
in all directions. One rock weighing a 
couple of hundred pounds was hurled 
across the street and clear through the 
tront of the two-story frame building at 
3,915 Third Avenue. Entering the parlor, 
it wrecked the furniture and tore down 
the chandelier and pictures in its passage 
and landed in the rear room, where it 
tore a hole in the flooring. The tenants, 


Rheinhold John’s family, fled panic- 
stricken, fearing the house was about to 
fall. 

At the time of the blast Mrs. Philip 
Weichmann of 1,160 Bathgate Avenue was 
sitting at the window with her infant in her 
lap. A stone weighing several pounds 
crashed through the glass just above their 
heads and frightened the mother so that 
she was speechless when found a few mo- 
ments later by relatives who live~in the 
house. At 775 East One Hundred and Sev- 
enty-second Street the lower part of the 
house was protected by the elevated road 
structure, 
severely. On the second floor Dr. A. He 
Lavine has his dental parlors, and at the 
time of the blast had a woman patient in 
the chair. The window was smashed and 
both, were slightly cut. Other buildings 
damaged were at 3,929 Third Avenue, otcu- 
pied by Frank Noah as a cigar store, where 
the windows and skylight were smashed, 
. and 3,919 Third Avenue, occupied by A. 
“. Lorenz as a saloon. Here the plate glass 
was broken and the bar and fixtures dam- 
aged, while great havoc was wrought to 
the upper portion of the structure.

TRUST COMPANY’S MOVE. 
The Union Decides to Withdraw from 
its Connection with the New 
York Clearing House. 


The Union Trust Company, one of the 
oldest and most conservative institutions 
of that kind, yesterday served notice on 
the banks, trust companies, and other 
holders of checks drawn against it that 
after to-morrow it would withdraw from 
its connection with the New York Clearing 
House and would pay all checks over, its 
own counters. No reason was officially 
assigned for this action, but it is under- 
stood that it was taken because of the rule 
recently adopted by the Clearing House, to 
take effect June 1, and making it obligatory 
on all trust companies which want to avail 
themselves of Clearing House facilities to 
keep a certain prescribed percentage of de- 
posits as a reserve. 

It is well known that Edward King, Pres- 
ident of the trust company, was opposed to 
the adoption of such an iron-cla@ rule. 
Mr. King did not hesitate to express the 
opinion that trust companies should not be 
compelled to bow to such an inflexible 
law, imposed on them against their will, 
although he asserted his belief that the 
carrying of some reserve by such institu- 
tions was desirable. + 

The Union Trust Company has always 
carried a cash reserve, which has generally 
been much larger than the percentage re- 
quired by the Clearing House. So, for in- 
stance, as early as 1884 the trust company 
carried a reserve in gold and legal tenders 
of $3,000,000, against $20,000,000 of deposits. 
It has been availing itself of the facilities 
of the Clearing House since 1874. In those 
days it cleared through the Bank of Com- 
merce, but for the last five years its Ciear- 
ing House agent has been the Hanover Na- 
tional Bank. The capital of the trust com- 
any is $1,000,000 and \its surplus is over 
7,000,000. 

The withdrawal of the deposits of this 
trust company from the clearings of the 
Associated Banks will make an important 
showing in the weekly bank statements. 

It is expected in banking circles that 
other trust companies will follow suit. in 
fact, it was stated yesterday that six other 
such institutions would withdraw. Up to 
the close of business no further notices of 
withdrawals had been sent out.
